1. Claims 1, 3, 5-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: Prior art of 
reference (Schneider, 4,058,826) discloses displaying signals obtained from monitoring a phenomenon; 
while the phenomenon is being monitored producing multiple real signals in electronic form. Mark Jr., 
4,631,533, discloses assigning a separate visual distinction to al least several of multiple signals to 
produce multiple visually distinct signals. Bush, 4,977,514, discloses displaying the multiple distinct 
signals while superimposed with respect to one another. However, prior art of reference does not disclose 
interpolating the analog signals to produce multiple virtual signals and assigning a separate visual 
distinction to at least several of the multiple virtual signals to produce multiple visually distinct signals.
